Our nation is now faced with 
one of the greatest problems that 
ever 
confronted mankind. 
The 
problem is one directed to our na- 
turil resources. 
It is difficult for us to visualize 
the depletion of our soil since it 
was cleared some 150 years ago 
Every minute, the equivalent of 
40 acres of top soil is lost by ero­ 
sion in these United States, ac­ 
cording to soil experts. This means 
erosion is taking away 20 times as 
many soil elements as the nation's 
crops require. Plant food has been 
taken from our soil to produce 
some of the largest crops ever 
produced in this country, due to 
the farmer’s efforts in war-time 
production. 
How are we, as farmers, 
to 
eliminate this loss of plant food 
elements, so that our steadily in- i 
creasing population (one and a I 
half million a year) will be taken 
care of IOO years from now? 
On our farm, we are endeavor­ 
ing to solve our conservation prob­ 
lems by propel land use 
Our farm is flat with no open 
ditches, just tile ditches. When 
we took over our 138 acre farm, 
there was no noticeable erosion 
such as ravines or gullies. The 
conservationist said, however, thai 
sheet erosion was prevalent. 


Wet Spots, Crops Fail 
There were 
many wet 
spots 
where our 
crops 
were failing. 
Authorities told 
my 
father that 
there are two ways to drain wet 
soil so that air can get into it und 
help the beneficial bacteria 
to 
work. One was to use tile ditcher 
and the other was to grow legume 
crops such as alfalfa and clovers. 
These legume crops shoot then 
roots deeply into the subsoil thus 1 
making openings that allow wate , 
to escape and ah 
to entet 
T< 
help remedy these wet spots, we j 
laid 800 rods of tile and planted 
more legume crops. 
Many of the crops still didn’t do : 
well. Many spots were run don > I 
because of neglect. We tt cd oui 
soil for its need* and applied as 
much as two tons of lime to each 
acre. Fertilizer (3-12-12) was ap­ 
plied to corn and wheat at the j 
rate of from three to four hundred * 
pounds per acre. We top dressed I 
our second-year pasture with 200 j 
pounds of 10-10-10 per acre. We I 
also ran comparisons by top tire**- 
ing poor spots of wheat. 


Four-Year Rotation 


A four year rotation was sc; ■ 
up to increase soil tilth and pro­ 
ductivity. The two years of pasture 
used in th ut four year rotation pro­ 
duces humus which helps hold 
water for the following two rears 
of grain. Since a four year rot at i >n 
produces a lot of pasture and hay, 
we debated concerning what live­ 
stock enterprise to follow. How to 
use this forage and still get a 
maximum 
financial return and. j 
at the same time, built our soil 
was toe problem. Dad s attempt­ 
ing to utilize this forage by going 
into the dairy busine *. 


The conservation office’s stalls- ! 
tics show that it takes fewer sud j 
elements away from our soil to j 
produce 400 pounds of milk valued 
at $18 then it does to produce IOO 
pounds of pork valued at $18. The I 
greatest reason for the dairy en- 
terprise from 
the 
conservation 
point is: Cattle use more forage 
crops which are beneficial to rn 
soil, while hogs consume m o n 
grain row crops which, are deplet­ 
ing to our soil 
Our nation’s timber is being cut 
four times as fast as it is bein • 


Corn Cobs in Feedlot 


I 
We haul cobs from the elevator 
to bed the cows in the barnlot 
J When the manure is hauled, the 
I cobs increase the ease of spread­ 
ing and improve the tilth of the 
j soil. The more like a sponge the 
I soil becomes, the more water it is 
j able to hold. Cobs also encourage 
, the presence of earthworms which 
I bring up minerals from deep in 
the 
subsoil. 
Earthworms 
also 
aerate and mix humus into the 
soil where the plants have better 
access to it. 


Since starting these conserva­ 
tion methods six years ago, our 
corn yield has increased twenty 
bushel- an acre, our soy beans i 
doubled, and our hay doubled. In j 
place of three he;*d of milk cows. 
we now have twenty-six cows, 
heifers, and calves. O ur pastures 
also support about ninety head of: 
sheep and ten head of sows and I 
j gilts.

Heres How You Can Get Conservation Plan for Your Farm 


By MELVIN HELSEL 
(Farm Conservationist) 
More than a half million farmers within 2.000 or more soil con­ 
servation districts in the United States, now have a written conser­ 
vation farm plan. 


Each plan was made especially to fit a certain farm. The farmer 
who owns or operates the farm and a farm planning technician of the 
Soil Conservation Service m ake the plan together. They design it 
not only to control erosion but also to increase production on the 
farm. 


If you. as a farmer, .should want help on some of vour conser­ 
vation problems, the first step is to fill out an application for assis- 
lance. This costs you nothing. The program is free to you for the 
asking. 


After the district supervisors, who are the governing body made 


up of five elected farm ers, approves your application, your farm will 


be mapped on an aerial photograph as lo 
the soil type, steepness of 
slope, and the degree of erosion by a soil scientist. 


This soil m ap shows the land use capabilities of every acre on 
the farm. 


After the map has been reproduced and enlarged, the farm plan­ 
ner will (hen come to the farm and will help work out a conserva­ 
tion farm plan, using the soils, or capability, map as the basis 
for planning the program. 


The farm planner may first ask you 
to meet with 
a group of 
your neighbors who may also be interested in a farm conservation 
plan. At a series of four or five meetings, the planner will explain 
the land capability classes, the soils map, the functions of the dis­ 
trict and the various special practices such as contouring, 
rainage

Upon completion of all the details of the plan, copies will be 


typew ritten and approved by the district supervisors before a copy 
is given to you. 


I he district will then arrange to give you technical assistance in 
putting the plan in operation whenever needed. 


This conservation plan will serve as a blueprint for your farm ­ 
ing operations for many years. Since it is written, you do not have 
to trust your mem ory And if changes in markets, prices or other 
conditions m ake it desirable to change the plan. this can very easily 
be done with the farm planner through tile district supervisors . 


The conservation farm plan is in no way binding or obligating to 
the f.ii moi. as so many people think. It is a program designed to 
help those people who want to help themselves in improving their 
farms.

lf that 
happens, next

trial m a federal court. If he’s | 
convicted, Guzik can be jailed for I 
a year or fined $1,000. All this 
brings up again a familiar ques­ 
tion: 


Must a person called before a I 
congressional 
committee 
answer 
any and all questions? No, not 
necessarily all. But there are pret- 
ty tight limits on when he can | 
dodge by using the ”it-rmght-in- j 
crim inatc^m e" excuse. 
A witness gets the right to use j 
th at excuse-.sometimes, but 
not I 
alw ays—from 
the 
constitution’s ! 
fifth am endm ent which says a man ! 
can't be compelled to testify a- ■ 
gainst him self--incrim inate 
him- i 
self—of a crime. 


If he uses the fifth amendm ent, 
is cited for contempt, and goes to j 
trial, it is then up to the federal j 
courts to decide w hether or not j 
he had the right in a particular in- ' 
stance to refuse an answer. 
The courts might decide he had 
the right to refuse an answ er to 
one question but not another. So j 
each case 
has to got a 
special I 
court ruling. T h eres no 
ruling i 
covering every possible kind of j 
refusal. 
P’or 
example. 
Guzik 
refused I 
even to say if he had a brother I 
H arry. Could an answ er to such a [ 
question possibly involve him in a I 
crime? The K efauver 
committee I 
apparently thought not and mov- i 
cd to cit him for contempt. 
Right here 
comes a 
question: j 
Why should a witness be afraid of • 
answ ering any question for fear 
he ll land in jail? Once the com­ 
m ittee asks him a question, he 
can ’t then be 
prosecuted for 
a 
crime, can he. even if he admits 
it'.’ 
Yes, he can. True, the word-for- 
word testimony he gives the com­ 
mittee can never be used against 
him in court. But once he admits a 
federal crime, governm ent inves­ 
tigators can go out, 
gather evi­ 
dence, and bring him to trial on 
th at evidence, 
although not 
on 
his testimony before the comm it­ 
tee. 
More than that. A witness be­ 
fore a congressional committee can 
duck behind the fifth am endm ent 
only if his answ er m ight involve J 
him in a federal crime. He can’t | 
use it to avoid incrim ination in ; 
violation of a state law. 
So a witness asked about a state I 
crim e involving him must answer J 
it—or face 
contempt-of-cangress i 
charges—even though he 
knows j 
w hat he says will set the state I 
police back home on his trail and J 
land him in jail.
